If I may be permitted to say another word, by way of advice, it 
would be—If any person reading this has a little money, and contemplates put- 
ting it into some “ promising’’ concern on the strength of the advice given by 
some comparative stranger in a Circular, I should say to such a person—IHave 
nothing to do with it; never put your little money into anything of the sort 
until you can do so by acting upon your own sound judgment, or that of a re- 
spectable broker or friend in whom you can implicitly trust, for if you do trust 
these clever ones you will buy shares, but you yourself will be sold.

NEW CENTRAL SNAILBEACH MINING COMPANY. 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, 
on Wednesday,—Mr, Jos Taytor, J.P., in the chair, 

Mr, THOMPSON (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of the directors was read, as follows :— 


The directors submit to the shareholders, at their second ordinary general 
meeting, a statement of accounts, which has been prepared, audited, and sent 
to the shareholders, as required by the Articles of Association. The whole of 
the capital has been subscribed for, and the board are thereby provided with 
funds sufficient to enable them to prosecute the works with vigour, and provide 
all the necessary machinery. The directors submit, also, the report of Captain 
John Kitto on the underground works, and have much pleasure in calling the 
attention of the shareholders to its contents, detailing the progress made during 
the last five months. Since the last general meeting the mine has been in- 
spected for a shareholder by Capt. Walter Eddy, who expressed himself much 
pleased at the great improvement that had taken place in the lode since his !ast 
visit, both as to its mineral contents and richness for ore, and gave it as his 
opinion that as the lode is now getting into the ore-producing strata of the dis- 
trict, and is the same as that which has been and is so rich in the adjoining 
mine of Snailbeach, there can be no reason, if opinion in such matters is to be 
based on analogy, why like should not produce like, and New Central Snailbeach 
prove as rich in depth as the adjoining mine.

Nearly the whole of the machinery is now on the ground, and as soon 
as it is all delivered it will be erected forthwith, together with the necessary 
crushing machinery and dressing-floors. 


The report of the agent (Capt. John Kitto) was read, as follows :— 


Aug. 30.—Since the meeting held on March 29 last all operations, both in the 
old mine and in the Hill sett, have been uninterruptedly proceeded with, and, 
on the whole, good and satisfactory progress bas been made.—Old Mine Sett : 
The 200 yard, or present bottom level, has been driven west of engine-shaft 
cross-cut altogether about 40 fms.; 20 fms. of this drivage has been through a 
large and highly mineralisea lode, averaging where cut through about 15 ft. in 
width, and for nearly the whole of this distance (20 fms.) has been more or less 
productive of lead ore, and insome places in paying quantities ; this is a decided 
improvement upon anything we have ever sven in any of the levels above, and 
judging from the great and important change that has taken place between the 
164 ana 200 yard levels, it is not too much to expect at our next level, 40 yards 
deeper, a very profitable mine.

‘I'he prospects of the mine are, in my opinion, 
very encouraging, and [ see no reason why the most sanguine expectations 
should not be fully realised.—JOHN KITTO. 

The CHAIRMAN moved thatthe report be received andadopted. The 
reports just submitted were so exhaustive that any lengthened re- 
marks from him were altogether unnecessary. But he might mention that by 
the amended leases referred to in the report of the directors, the company had 
gained an extension of period, in the one case of three years and in the other of 
four years. He moved that the report be received and adopted.——Mr. WOOLLEY 
seconded the proposition. 

Capt. JOHN KI?rTo, in reply to questions, stated that he thought the present 
indications justified him in stating that there would bea decided change for the 
better before the next meeting. They would have a new level, 20 fathoms below 
the present one; and, judging from the great improvement that had taken place 
between the two last levels, there certainly was reason to expect a very important 
change and a good paying lode.—~The CHAIRMAN thought it was important the 
sharebolders should know from Captain Kitto the effect produced by the altera- 
tion of underiie in the Old Snailbeach Mine, 

Capt. K1rro said that it was when the underlie at Old Snailbeach changed in 
the western portion of the sett the lode became productive, and that change 
occurred at the 192 yard level. At Central Snailbeach they were now down to 
the 200 yard level, but as the hill dipped towards them they would have to go 
somewhat deeper before getting out of the shale. They were, however, just at

The first ordinary half-yearly general meeting of shareholders wag

Mr, ComyN (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, 

The directors stated they had the pleasure to report that the works 
at the mine were being pushed on in a very satisfactory manner, and that since 
it was taken over by the company, in Jauuary, much had been done in opening 
out the ground, so as to admit of the lodes being wrought in a proper manner. 
There are three great lodes in the property, which have all produced more or 
less lead in the old workings without the aid of machinery, and the object of 
the present operations is to reach these lodes in depth by the ordinary means 
of shafts and levels, when it may be confidently expected that large quantities 
of lead will be obtained. Three shafts are being sunk; from one of them a 
cross-cut is being driven towards the No. 1 east and west lode, which will be 
reached very shortly, and as that lode produced a large quantity of lead in the 
upper level there is no reason to doubt its producing such a quantity in the lower 
level (20 fms. from surface) as will leave a considerable profit. The shaft on 
No. 2 east and west lode is sunk about 20 fathoms, in a direction corresponding 
with the underlie of the lode. A little lead has been got here and there in this 
shaft, but it is not yet of sufficient depth to produce ore in quantity; the lode, 
however, is a very large and promising one, and as it is improving in character 
at the bottom of the shaft there is every reason to expect it will soon prove pro- 
ductive.

The balance-sheet 
was now presented, and he thought all would agree with him in 
thinking that each item of expenditure was limited to the lowest 
possible amount commensurate with the character of the undertak- 
ing. The various works at the mine were proceeding steadily and 
satisfactorily, and although it might have been expected that more would have 
been done, still, looking at the nature and character of the ground, the progress 
made must be regarded as satisfactory.

the buckets on the old water-wheel—in fact, Captain Hawke had them already ; 
but, owing to the necessity that there was to dress up all the ore they could 
during the time there was water, he reserved that work for the time when they 
might be short of water.—-Capt. HAWKE said it was now completed. 

The CHAIRMAN said, as to the jiggers on the old dressing-floor, they were all 
but complete. He then moved that the report be received and adopted.——Mr, 
RUMMENS seconded the proposition. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to Col, Brisco, said that at present they were supplied 
with nearly as many jiggers, &c., as were required ; but it had been suggested, 
and would probably be carried out, that for the purpose of dressing when they 
had no water and during frosts they should erect asteam-engine, which would 
be useful in both emergencies—they would thus work all the year round. 

Capt. HAWKE, in reply to a question, stated that they had dressed in the month 
about 120 tons, and that was as much as they would be able to accomplish with 
the present machinery, and provided they had water. 

The CHAIRMAN said his opinion was that their power should be raised equal 
to 150 tons at least, but that would be for the consideration of the directors, 
He understood from Mr. Taylor and Capt. Hawke that there was an ample sup~ 
ply of lead in the mine, and that they could dress at least 150 tons per month, 

Capt. HAWKE had no doubt they could get from 120 to 150 tons per month,

The water wag 
ample for washing, but not for crushing and stamping.

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month was not the extent of the producing power of the mine. He would not 
say they were going to be limited to that.

They might expect the returns to increase from 
120 to 150, and on to 170 and 200 tons per month. They had reserves enough, 
but they cou!d not dress them for want of water. If they had steam there could 
be no complaint about the dressing. —-The CHAIRMAN added that the steam 
would only be used as an auxiliary to the water-power, and, therefore, only 
emp!oyed during dry weather and frosts.

The decomposed elvan below the vegetable earth, but immediately above the 
elvan atone, contains tin. The stone itself immediately below it contains more, 
and at the bottom of the quarry the quality is better than it has bern at any 
place above. Their deepest part is (say) about 25 feet below the surface. On 
the south, or opposite side of the valley from the Terras Mine, a new mine on 
the same elvan course has recently been opened, and on which a water-wheel, 
stamping-mill has been erected, but the quality of the stone is inferior to that 
of the Terras, no doubt from their not having as yet attained an equal depth. 
From the fact that this elvan course is found on each side of the valley, I think

As the 
elvan course runs into rising ground, for many years, if thought desirable, 
a sufficient quantity of stone can be obtained therefrom, above the water 
level, for any number of stamp-heads that it may be desired to erect. This 
property is in its infancy, and—as of necessity it must be with every new 
Inine, so with this—the erection of machinery, the fixing of the necessary ap- 
pliances, the laying out of the ground, &c., for the reduction, various manipu- 
tions, and preparation of the tin ores for the market, cannot be done at once. 
These necessary appliances will be extended, and the produce of the mine in- 
creased, as time goeson. Probably, from being tuo sanguine, and therefore not 
cooly and patiently calculating the time that it would require to enable them 
to begin to reduce and dress the ore, the statements in former reports, with re- 
om to the bringing of the tin into the market, have not been exactly verified.

THE WELSH RAILWAYS. 


The traffic returns of railways afford a pretty fair criterion for 
judging of the state of trade in the district through which the line 
runs—they may be regarded as acommercial barometer, registering 
the prosperity or depression of the various cities and towns along 
the route of the rail. There may, of course, be other circumstances 
in connection with some of our large seats of trade and commerce 
which may render these remarks exceptional; and important ports 
and depots exist and flourish with but few railway facilities, and to 
which places traffic returns are but of little moment. Still, regarded 
as a whole, the receipts of railways are a pretty safe indication of 
trade, and are reliable information upon which an opinion may be 
justly founded as regards the condition of our manufactures and 
staple trades. Looked at in this aspect, we are glad to observe from the re- 
ports of the various meetings of shareholders of Welsh lines, which have just 
been held, that the Principality generally seems to be gradually emerging from 
the commercial depression which has oppressed it for so long a time past. We 
have often maintained that it is to Wales that our English capitalists and lead- 
ing mercantile firms may safely look for successful enterprises. Wales, com- 
mercially speaking, is as yet in its infancy; its rich mineral products have not 
been opened up to any appreciable extent ; its coal basins, comparatively speak- 
ing, are inexhaustible, and have only just been tapped. There are many dis- 
tricts rich in mineral wealth which as yet have never been worked, and there 
are, doubtless, localities now sparsely inhabited which in a few years hence will 
be scenes of busy industry and dense populations. No part of the kingdom, 
notwithstanding its recent depression, has made greater material progress 
during the last twenty years than South Wales ; this progress is still going on 
day by day, and there is every reason to believe that the future of the next 
twenty years will be as progressive as have been the twenty years of the past. 

The great want of Wales, in order to help on its further development, is more 
railway accommodation and enterprise. The whole country from one end to 
the other yearns for the laying down of the narrow gauge so often promised by 
the Great- Western, and which alone can meet the requirements of the heavy 
mineral traffic of the country. In the absence of this desideratum the resources 
of the district will never be properly developed, nor the staple trades adequately 
provided for. The Great Western Company are the pioneers of the rail into the 
Principality, and to them the traders naturally look for the necessary facilities 
so essential to the further expansion of their trade. The company has a dis- 
trict at their command and in their keeping which, properly nourished, will 
amply repay them for any judicious outlay made. We are glad to find that at 
the general meeting of the shareholders of this company, held on Wednesday 
last, considerable sums were voted for various purposes in connection with 
the Welsh branch lines, stations, and extension of works, and that other sub- 
stantial outlaysare promised in the interests of trade and commerce. We find 
from the revenue account that the total receipts of the company for the half- 
year ending July 31 last amounted to no less than 2,107,824/. 11s. 7d., as against 
2,026,5991. for the corresponding half of 1869. Of this sum 1,006,359/. was de- 
rived from passenger traffic, and 1,073,303. from mineral and goods traffic; of 
this, again, 508,8927, was received from the carriage of minerals, as against 
488,5171, in the corresponding half of last year. This is a substantial increase, 
showing that trade and commerce are gradually reviving, and that the Welsh 
coal trade has contributed its quota to the general improved state of trade. 
The receipts of the past half-year admit the payment of a dividend on the 
consolidated ordinary stock of the company of 3 per cent. per annum, with a 
balance carried forward of 15,3751. 6s. 6d. A dividend of 3 per cent., consider- 
ing the still-depressed condition of some of our principal trades, and the fact 
that only a few years since the shareholders were without dividends at all, will 
probably be considered satisfactory. At all events, it indicates plainly that the 
new board of directors have successfully extricated the line from its late diffi- 
culties, and placed it upon a firm foundation, whilst its recelpts prove that the 
company have a vast field of commercial enterprise, which, encouraged and ex- 
panded, will yield still more substantial returns to the shareholders. 

The Taff Vale Company again declare a dividend almost unparalleled in the 
kingdom—10 percent. It is always satisfictory to turn to this highly pros- 
perous company—a line depending almost entirely upon its mineral traffic. 
Basing our observations upon the reports which appear from time to time in the 
local papers of the district, we should regard the Taff Vale as quite a model 
line.

In 
a word, the company keep themselves aloof from amalgamations; they have a 
rich mineral distfet to work, and they work that district thoroughly, and asa 
reward receive, and have received for many years past, a 10 per cont, dividend. 
At the half-yearly meeting of shareholders, held in Bristol a few days since, 
the Chairman (Mr. J. POOLE) sald that for the future the company would lose 
10,0002. or 12,0001. a year, which had hitherto been paid by the Rhymney Com- 
pany for traffic over their line from Walnut Tree Station to Cardiff, that com- 
pany having now extended their main line between those places; but for this, 
observed the Chairman, the elasticity of the traffic would speedily recover the 
amount, whilst the Lilantrissant extension went westward into a new field of 
steam coal of thousands of acres of extent. Here, then, is an element of still 
further prosperity, and we have little doubt that in the hands of the Taff Vale 
the new district will be rapidly opened up, to the mutual advantage of colliery 
proprietors on the one hand, the railway shareuolders on the other, and the 
inhabitants of the district fn general. 

The Rhymney Company show an increased dividend of one-half per cent. as 
compared with that of several half-years, and now pay a dividend of 2'4 per 
cent. Important works for the development and expansion of the trade of the 
district are being vigorously prosecuted, and many are in a forward state of 
completeness. The increased traffic during the past half-year, leading to the 
increased dividend, was considered by the shareholders at the meeting last week 
to be satisfactory, whilst the line unquestionably possesses elements of still 
further progress, and a better return upon the outlay made by the shareholders. 
The Rhymney line ts no exception to the rule—its receipts show there is a gradual 
revival of the mineral and goods traffic of the whole district through which it 
runs, whilst the directors, by the judicious outlays they are making, prove they 
are anxious to meet that still increased trade which may justly be looked for. 

The Lianelly Railway and Dock Company held its half-yearly meeting on 
Friday last.

This line runs 
through and opens up a most important district, affording the most direct nar- 
row gauge accommodation with the whole of the northern districts. The traffic 
is increasing, and there can be no doubt that with proper care and increased 
facilities a better percentage may be safely anticipated. The Swansea Vale 
Company declares a dividend npon its original shares of 1 percent. For very 
many years the original shareholders of the line received no dividend whatever, 
the whole receipts being swamped by the payment of the preference dividends. 
Notwithstanding the continued depression in the tin trade of the district, and 
the stoppage of the once-flourishing Yniscedwyn [ron Works (the whole pro- 
duce of which found its way over the Swansea Valeline), there has been such a 
revival of the general trade of the district that the directors are enabled to de- 
clare a dividend upon the original shares of the undertaking, and hold over a 
balance of 5701. to the credit of next year. 

We have now glanced over the principal features presented at the 
late meetings of the shareholders of the main lines of the Principality.

As we have before remarked, the mineral traffic of Wales is capable of 
almost boundless expansion, and it rests with the rallway companies to aid or 
suppress the further development of the coal trade in proportion to their well- 
directed energy and judicious outlay on the one hand, or their indifference or 
supineness on the other. If, however, the companies would promote their own 
interests, they should follow the example set them by the Taff Vale Company; 
and if they could not all earn such a splendid dividend for their shareholders 
as 10 per cent., they would unquestionably materially Increase their revenues, 
give an impetus to the coal trade of the Welsh district, and add to the general 
prosperity of the entire country.

the ordinary Cannel, is well suited for gas purposes, and is in very 
good demand. The drawing-engine is nominally 30-horse power, 
with three boilers, This shaft is also the downcast for the Tankers- 
ley Colliery, below the Thin seam, the depth from the surface to the 
bottom being about 150 yards. The pumping-engine in connection 
with the Silkstone bed is of 90-horse power. 

Not far from the last-named colliery is the Parkgate Pit, a drift 
or engine-plane, which supplies the iron works with coal and also 
coke for smelting purposes, There is a pair of double horizontal 
engines, nominally of 30-horse power each, with one of Johnson’s 
patent boilers. It would appear that a much larger quantity of coal 
could be raised from this pit than has yet been the case, the daily 
produce being about 300 tons, 

At the Norfolk Pit, which is not far distant from the others, the 
Silkstone seam is being worked, and a good number of the old hands 
have recently resumed operations in it. The shaft is about 10 ft. in 
diameter, and the depth 107 yards, At present there are two 22-horse 
power engines working, but a new one is about to be put down, and 
double instead of single cages are to be adopted also, 

The smallest of the pits is that known as the Staindrop, which is 
Silkstone, but worked close to what is technically called the “ basset,” 
or near to the outcrop of the seam. It is only 52 yards deep, but with 
the Silkstone is found a good deal of whatis termed “ branch ” coal, 
very hard and good, and more valuable than the Silkstone, so much 
so that it is picked out by the banksman and kept separate, 

Of the value of the coal worked at the Thorncliffe collieries, the

The above qualities contained very little sulphur, only ranging from 
0°69 to 1°85 per cent, the highest—the latter being found in the Silk- 
stone bright coal, 

A very large quantity of coke is made at the pits, there being about 
50 ovens at Westwood, and fully as many close to the drift pit. At 
the last-named ovens the coke is forced out of the ovens by means 
of a patent movable steam crab, which traverses from one oven to 
the other, the coke coming out ina solid mass, A number of men 
are now, however, busily engaged in putting down several ovens on 
the system patented by M. Evencee Coppeé, Haine St. Pierre, Bel- 
gium, and which, although as yet they have not been tried in England, 
have for some time past been successfully worked in France, Bel- 
gium, and Westphalia. A company has been formed in this country 
for carrving out the patent, and the directors have undertaken the 
construction of the ovens at Thorncliffe on their own risk, Messrs, 
Newton, Chambers, and Co, undertaking to purchase the coke, pay- 
ing the same price as it cost at the ordinary furnaces. Mr. Owen, the 
managing director of the company, informed us that one of the 
ovens would make 14 tons of coke per week, at a cost of fully 2s. 
per ton less than by the old ones. Should the ovens succeed at 
Thornceliffe, there is very little doubt but that our coalowners will 
see it to their advantage to adopt them. 

There xre some very valuable beds of ironstone in the district, the 
Tankersley ore being of great value, and cropping out at the top 
of Tankersley Park. It is now worked by the firm. 

There are branch lines from all the pits and the iron works to the 
South Yorkshire Railway, and the firm have three locomotives for 
conducting the traffic, 

In conclusion, we may say that every possible means is adopted 
by Messrs. Newton, Chambers, and Co, to ensure the safety of the 
men in their employ, and also for the social and moral improvement 
of them and their families. Chapels, schoo!s, and a workmen’s hall 
have been erected, and every aid to intellectual improvement has 
been freely furnished.

Finished Iron is better in price this week, with rolling and plate- 
mills doing a large trade. Some of the works on the north side of 
the town are purchasing puddled bars, being deficient in puddlers, 
and having fallen behind in their delivery from the strike, the ex- 
treme heat of July, the want of water from the “rensing” of the bed 
of the canal, and from being short-handed since the strike, on ac- 
count of the removal of hands south. New work is, however, still 
scarce, but the lack is not felt, as there are considerable orders in the 
books to run off yet. Plates firmer, and prices all round rather stiff. 
The work embraces—bars, round, square, and flat, rolls, plates, hoops, 
angles, hollow-ware, pipes, galvanised roofing and slabs, and miscel- 
laneous castings. Quotations as last reported, 

There is a good coastwise trade doing in Coal for winter consump- 
tion, and a fair foreign business; but coalmasters are much annoved 
with their workers, who, after having reduced their day’s work vo- 
luntarily to eight hours, and their week’s work to four days, have at 
intervals struck, in order to force up their wages for the 32 hours to 
the sum which was considered the equivalent of 5) hours’ work a few months 
ago. Ifthe colliers are successful the masters will have to resort to such an 
angmentation of price as will foree the community to cry out against the in- 
creased charges for, coals. During the week the masters have been forced to 
eject from their houses those men who remain on strike; and these having 
taken to camping in the fields having rather got a distaste to this rural method 
of housing by the serious and heavy falls of rain and hail which have over- 
taken them, we learn that this morning the great majority of those on strike 
about Motherwell,&¢e., have resumed operations, as the strike pay, however faith- 
fnily promised, never came with theregularity of the pay from the coalmasters’ 
office, nor did it count for much when laid on the table; so that, altogether, we 
do not see that the strikes can be much longer continued, either in Lanark, Ayr, 
or Fifeshire. It may be added that colliers are now earning from 4s. 6d. to 5s. 
a-day, for about eight hours’ work, 

The “Truck Commission” has commenced proceedings in this 
neighbourhood, and everything is being done by the miners to make 
a good case for themselves, They are to sit at Hamilton during the 
first four days of this week, and on Friday at Glasgow. The Com- 
missioners are—C, 8S. Bowen, barrister-at-law; A. C, Sellar, advocate ; 
and R, 8. Wright, barrister, secretary, The masters are represented 
by Mr. W. Burns, writer, Glasgow ; and Mr. McDonald, president of 
the Miners’ Association, is present on behalf of the workmen.—[ We 
shall comment upon the salient points elicited as the examination 
proceeds, ] 

The shipments of coal from the Scotch ports for the week just 
ended are nearly equal to those of last year, being 30,130 tons, against 
31,118 tons in the same week of 1869. 

The prospecting for silver in the formerly discarded mines at Bath- 
gate, is being carried forward with every prospect of success, A 
powerful steam-engine has been constructed at the mines, and is 
employed drawing the water and debris from the bottom of the old 
workings, and all the pits are being lined with wood to prevent acci- 
dents. Fourteen men are constantly employed at these mines. The veiu which 
was lost in the time of King James VI. is supposed to have been found the other 
day. It is quite thin at the roof of the pit, and expands as it reaches the bot- 
tom to nearly 3 feet. Itis mixed with quartz, has a greyish appearance, and 
is what ts termed the steel ore, Several other rich veins of lead have been dis- 





covered. Three“ lairds’ lands meet’’ close upon the spot where the ancient pit 


is situated, and, strange to say, these lands converge and terminate in a wel 

(burn) similar to the one described in Burns’ *‘ Hallowe’en,’’ A good deal of 
the washing of the minerals in former days took place at this well. 

The Scotch Coal Oil Trade has been checked by the German-French 
war, large orders having been entered into for delivery in the closing months 

of the year, and not a gallon has yet been shipped. If German merchants re- 

pudiate their engagements, it will inflict some injary on the trade here. 

The Clyde shipyards continue to give evidence of their capacity 

for work. Of the numerous launches during the week we notice a splendid 
eteam-ship, of 3200 tons, and £00-horse power, nominal. She was named the 
John Elder—thus paying a graceful compliment to a deceased eminent Clyde 
engineer, the recent head of the firm which had built some of the fiuest vessels 
of the large fleet owned by the Pacific Steam Navigation Company, of Liverpool, 
and which has five other large vessels in hand for the same company. Also a 
screw-steamer, of 1800 tons, named the Pollux, for the Royal Netherlands Steam 
Ship Company, of Amsterdam, 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 
Sept.1.—There has been a great scarcity of vessels in all the north- 
eastern ports lately, owing to contrary winds, and a large fleet of 
light vessels is now due. However, during the past three days a con- 
siderable number of vessels have arrived, and, consequently, business 
has become more brisk ; dulness, however, pervades most trades, owing 
to uncertainty as to the duration and result of the war. Extreme 
caution is shown on all hands, and most trades are, consequently, 
devoid of spirit. The Chemical Trade continues very flat and dull, 
although the men have not yet suffered to any serious extent from 
want of employment. On the whole, the collieries and iron works 
are kept going pretty well; there has been a good demand for steam 
and coking coal, but house coal has been very quiet. Although ships 
were very scarce last week, yet freights have not risen so high as they 
were immediately after the breaking out of the war. Steamers were 
freighted at 5s, 3d., and sailing vessels 6s, 6d., per ton; while the 
rates of freight to foreign ports have fallen very considerably, these 
markets having been largely glutted with coals and other goods. Of 
course the blockade of the Prussian ports has interfered very much 
with business, 

The Iron Trade has not improved, and prices are still rather on the 
decline. Pigs are quoted No, 3, 49s. ; and puddled bars, 4/, 17s. 6d. 
No decided improvement can be expected until something decisive 
takes place with regard to the war, There is, however, on the whole, 
good employment for most branches in this trade, also in the iron 
and engine trades, and many of them are extremely busy. The make 
of iron still continues large, and there are no stocks of any conse- 
quence in the district—that is of pigs—but it is expected that stocks 
will increase this month, Neither do rails or plates accumulate to 
any extent, although the reduction which has taken place in the 
prices must seriously substract from the profits which the masters 
must so much require; indeed, in many cases the makers must be 
working with little or no profit at all. This sudden fall in the value 
of iron at the very moment when the trade had entered upon a pe- 
riod of prosperity, shows on what a slender foundation advances 
are made in the rates paid to the iron-workers in many cases, for 
great advances, on the strength of increased demand, had been made 
to the workers only ashort time ago. Itis evident that if the wages 
must bear a relation to the prices received, fluctuations must be con- 
tinually taking place, as the rates to be received can never be fore- 
told for any lengthened period. 

Messrs. Hopkins, Gilkes, and Co, are building five locomotives for 
the North-Eastern Railway Company; they have also a certain amount of 
bridge work in progress. Messrs. Joy and Co. are completing several marine 
engines. Messrs. Pease, Hutchinson, and Co, have several bridges in course of 
construction ; one of these, intended to be sent to India, will be no less than 
three-quarters of a mile long. ‘This latter bridge, or viaduct, is intended for 
the Great Indian Peninsular Kailway ; aud with the exception of the pins, which 
will be made of Bessemer steel, it will consist entirely of wrought-iron. Messrs. 
Pease. Hutchinson, and Co. are also making a swiug-bridge of two spans for 
New South Wales,

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Sept.1.—There are, unfortunately, not wanting signs that the Franco- 
Prussian war if much longer continued will prove a serious check to 
the Iron Trade, as well in this district as in others. Even now the 
effects are each week being more and more felt, as from nearly all 
the works reports show that new business is becoming more scarce, 
there being, in fact, almost an entire absence of fresh enquiries from 
all the principal sources, It was pretty confidently expected that the 
revisions which have been made in the American import duties on 
iron would conduce to increase and facilitate transactions with the 
United States, but this seems less likely to be the case than formerly. 
Later advices show considerable disinclination on the part of Ame- 
rican purchasers to enter into fresh purchases, This change is attri- 
buted to two causes—the disadvantageous effect which the war has 
had onthe Money Market; and itis also evident thatthe pause which 
has occurred in negociations is, to some extent at least, consequent 
upon the anxiety felt as to the issue of the great conflict. The final 
result of the struggle in which France nas suffered so many reverses 
is now daily looked for; and as the opinion gains ground that peace 
must shortly be restored, buyers become more disposed to suspeid 
transactions, and to wait until it can be seen definitely what course 
matters will take. Now more than ever, therefore, must it be ex- 
pected that while the war lasts present imperative requirements will 
alone be attended to. To Russia the clearances are not just now so 
large as many expected they would be at this period, and some doubt 








is expressed as to whether any improvement will again take place 
before the season closes. There is, however, from that quarter a 
number of important contracts in view, and as soon as the compli- 
cations on the Continent are set right there is little doubt that there 
will be quite an influx of new orders, There is, as before stated, an 
almost entire absence of enquiries from the Continent, but more es- 
pecially from the French and German markets. 

Nearly all the works are now employed on old contracts, and the 
rail orders yet on hand are sufficiently large to keep the mills in ac- 
tive operation, and little less animation will be evinced for several 
weeks at the least; but there is, nevertheless, some reason to appre- 
hend, under present circumstances, a scarcity of business for the win- 
ter. The demand for pig-iron continues slow, with but little sign of 
improvement. Bars, plates, &c., are in slightly better request. A 
large number of the principal ironmasters of the kingdom are ex- 
pected to assemble at Merthyr next week, on the occasion of the 
meeting of the Iron and Steel Institute. Every preparation is being 
made for the event, and the members are expected to visit most of 
the principal establishments in Glamorganshire aud Monmouthshire, 
There is.not much change to note in the Tin-Plate Trade, but makers 
complain of the recent advance made in the price of tin. 

In the Steam Coal Trade there has been some further accession of 
business during the week. It is believed that if the war continues 
for any length of time there will be a further iner +e in the demand, 
but it is thought also that the serious check which trade generally 
has received from the war will more than counterbalance any ad- 
vantage which might be gained from the purchases of the several 
European Governments that have large fleets at theircommand, In 
the house coal trade there is no appreciable change to note, but pro- 
prietors are now preparing for the purchases which will shortly com- 
mence for the winter,

RAILWAY RATES FOR COAL TO LONDON. 
IMPORTANT ARBITRATION AND DECISION, 


- Sir John Karslake, the arbitrator agreed upon by the Great Northern 
and the Midland Railway Companies to decide as to the power of 
the former company to annul or modify an agreement entered into 
with the latter in 1863 as to the rates to be charged by both for coal 
going over their respectives lines to London, has just given his award. 
It is to the effect that the agreement cannot be altered, but must 
stand, so that the Great Northern has no power whatever to lower its 
rate for coal going over its line from certain districts to the metro- 
polis. This decision will have a most prejudicial effect on the coal 
traffic from South Yorkshire, the coalmasters in which have for some 
considerable time been waiting with impatience the award of the arbitrator, in 
the hope that it would be to their benefit, by giving them the opportunity of 
competing on more equal terms than at present with the colliery proprietors of 
Derbyshire, who now enjoy a rate of 1s. 4d. per ton less to London than is charged 
by the Great Northern in connection with the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lin- 
colnshire Company.

Then it will create an Upper Trent Conser- 
vancy Board, elected by the landowners of the river basin, whoshall have power 
to prevent the pollution of the river. Afterthe end of February, 1872, they can 
prohibit any fresh discharge of sewage matter into any channel leading into 
the river, and can give notices which may expire in a year, and must expire in 
three, for the prevention thereafter of any such discharge previously in exist- 
ence. Tie result would be that a separate system of discharge for the sewage, 
with provision for deodorisation, must be provided by the towns. It isa mat- 
ter of grave moment for the inhabitants of manufacturing towns. The York- 
shire town authorities, who are threatened with summary proccedings with a 
view to stop the flow of sewage into tbe Aire and Calder, are seriously taking 
up the question, with which it is clear the Legislature must soon grapple.

| EXPLOSIVE ComMpouNDS,—Mr. A. Noble, a Parisian engineer, has 
taken a patent for improvements in the composition and fabrication of explosive 
| compounds for mines. It is to be hoped that some Gay means may be found to 
utilise without too much danger the terrible power of nitro-glycerine. The suc- 
cess which has been achieved with steam, which caused at tha outset such de- 
plorable accidents, aids the hope to a certain extent. Mr. Noble seems to have 
made an important step in the right direction as regards the use of nitro-gly- 
| cerine for mines. The following shows the composition of two types of his pow- 

dow :—1. 68 parts of pulverised nitrate of barytes; 12 of charcoal, of light tex- 
ture; 20 of nitro-glycerine.—2. 70 parts of barytes,as above; 10 of powdered 
resin ; 20 of nitro-glycerine. The charcoal should be carbon!sed at a low tem- 
perature, and, consequently stillcontaining hydrogen. An addition of 5 to 8 per 
cent. of sulphur to either of the above mixtures gives a powder which fires more 
briskly, bat, at the same time, it Increases the danger in the manufacture, car- 
riage, and application of the powder, which should not be lost sight of. The 
| method of using these powders Is to place them in cartridges like firework cases, 
| covering the powder with a little fulminant, such as mercury, for example, be- 

fore closing and priming. The cartridge has merely to be placed in the hole, 

and covered in the usual manner, and it may be fired either by a fuse or the

electric spark ; in either case the fulminatiug powder, acting on the nitro gly- 
cerine, inflames the whole of the Cor. Lents instantaneously. To render carriage 
of the cartridges less dangerous, a little ordiuary gunpowder may be substituced 


for the mercurial fulminaat. 

New GOLD WASHING APPARATUS,—An ingenious and very com- 
plete apparatus for working auriferous river beds has been Invented by Mr. A. 
F. ERRINGTON, of Sebastopol, Ballarat. The first cost of the apparatus com- 
plete is between 60001. and 7000/., the total working expenses are calculated at 
160, per week, and wash-dirt yiel g ouly 5 dwts, per ton upon the average 
will realise no less than 20001, sterling per week.
